SUBPENA GOES TO EXILE HERE 



After claiming that accused 
presidential assassin Lee Har- 
vey Oswald was actually asso- 
ciated closely with anti-Castro 
elements in New Orleans, Dis- 
trict Attorney Jim Garrison 
Monday had a grand jury sub- 
pena issued for a former anti- 
Castro leader. 

The subpena was for Carlos 
Quiroga L 30, 3134 DerByT*!! 
Deputies of Criminal Sheriff 
Louis A. Heyd Jr. served the 
j subpena at Quiroga’s resi- 
dence. Quiroga was not home 
at the time. 

Informed sources said Quiro- 
ga wa s leader of the Cuban 
Liberation Democratic Front in 
the early 1960s with

It was learned that Quiroga 
was questioned extensively-''by 
the district, attorney’s offic^Jn: 
recent months and submitted, to 
a lie detector test concerning 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy.

PLOT ALLEGED '^l|- 
Arcacha Smith, an anti- 
Castro leader in New Orleans 
in 1961, was charged with con- 
spiracy to commit simple bur- 
glary of a munitions bunker by 
Garrison’s office. Ferrie, a 
pilot, was being kept under sur- 
veillance by the district attor- 
ney before his death Feb. 22. 

Quiroga was ordered to ap- 
jpear Wednesday. 

I This move followed Garri- 
son’s announcement Sunday 
night that he will seek a 
Senate investigation of what 
he called a Central Intelli- 
gence Agency cover-up of-: 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination. I 

Garrison said in an interview 
that the CIA and the Federal; 
Bureau of Investigation coop- 
erated in concealing facts of the 
assassination from the Warren 
• ..'.m 



Commission. He saia ne wm 
take steps this week to ’con- 
vince the Senate of a need for 
| a full-scale investigation. 

Saying he has learned the 
true facts behind the assassina- 
tion, Garrison charged that the 
CIA has knowledge that the 
Warren Commission’s conclu-| 
sion that Oswald, acting alone 
shot Kennedy is untrue. 

‘COVER’ CLAIMED 
Garrison pegged Oswald as a 
revolutionary working closely 
| with anti-Castro organizations in 
”gw Orleans and pallas rather 
lan as a Communist. He claim-, 
[ed a Communist cover was used 
to mask his true activities. 

‘There is no doubt whatso- 
ever,” he said, that Lee Os- 
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wald, during his time in New, 
Orleans, was continually and ex- 
clusively, surrounded with, and 
even under the control of, per- 
sons connected : with federal 
police agencies.” 

It is thought that Garrison 
■may seek the aid of Sen. Rus- 
sell B. Long in convincing Con- 
gress that an investigation is 
necessary. 

Long, a personal and politi- 
cal friend of Garrison, report- 
edly was instrumental in 
prompting Garrison’s investi- 
gation. 

I . However, the district attorney 
fold The Times-Picayune, “I 
pave no time to travel to Wash- 
ington to convince Congress or 
to try to convince' anybody else. 

If do hope that in the course of 
jfime some interest does de- 
velop in Washington about the 
jtollusion of federal agencies, all 
of which are supported by tax 
money from citizens, in fraudu- 
lently withholding from the 
lAmerican people the true facts 
|}f Lee Oswald’s activities and 
Relationships.”

ilainly connected with federal 
igencies here.” 

Oswald’s associates, Garri- 
son said, were involved in a 
variety of revolutionary ac- 
tivities which were carried 
out with the full knowledge 
and consent of the CIA and 
the FBI. 

These activities ranged from 
[planning guerrilla strikes to pro- 
curing ammunition for smug 
gling into Cuba, he said. 

“Federal agents were in 
close proximity to and well 
aware of these activities,” said 
Garrison. 

“They would positively —not 
just probably — know of Os- 
wald’s total involvement with 
these individuals engaged in 
anti-Castro planning and opera- 
tions.” , 

AGENTS CALLED 
Garrison has subpenaed two 
federal agents, one of them an 
FBI man, for grand jury testi- 
mony Wednesday. 

The FBI agent, Regis Ken- 
nedy, questioned Ferrie for the 
Warren Commission. 

The other agent, Warren De- 
[Brueys, 4827 Michoud blvd., ap- 
pears frequently in records of 
the assassination investigation 
in the national archives. 

Garrison expressed fear 
that the agents may be told 
by higher government offi- 
cials not to answer the sub- 
penas. 

Garrison said federal agents 
m New Orleans “would neces- 
sarily know the fact that Os- 
wald was employing a cover in 
[his Fair Play, for Cuba activi- 
ties, and would know well the 
true nature of his role here. 

“They would know well that 
he was hired to engage in this 
sham activity well before he 
came to New Orleans. 

‘REMAINED SILENT’ 

“And yet they remained 
silent while evidence was pres- 
ented to the Warren Commis- 
sion, to the American people 
and to the world that this man 
was an individual engaged in 
meaningless lonesome activities 
—that he was a free-lance Com- 
munist who had no connections, 
no case agents or companions. 

“These federal agents,” Gar- 
rison continued, “would know 
well that Oswald was engaged 
in a rinndpst.ine oneration with 




I revolutionary anti-Castro . . Cu- 
bans, and . that he was shep- 
herded everywhere he went in 
New Orleans by an individual 
mown to have been in the em- 
ploy of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

“And they would know well 
that, when Lee Oswald was in 
Dealey Plaza in Dallas, he was 
hot alone.” 

The Warren Commission i al- 
leged that Oswald, acting alone, 
shot Kennedy from a wipdow 
of the Texas Schoolbook •; De- 
pository building which stands 
in Dealey Plaza. 

Despite detailed knowledge of 
j Oswald and his associates in 
New Orleans, Garrison said, 
“These agents have remained 
silent while none of Oswald’s 
significant contacts was called 
before the Warren Commission. 

“They remained silent while 
the men on the Warren Com- 
mission were presented an 
endless parade of trivia, from 
Oswald’s grades in grammar 
school to a study of his hairs.” 

I There was no mention of 
I significant evidence relating to 
“active Cuban revolutionaries 
and to federal agents who had 
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close contact with them,” stated 
Garrison. 

Most reports of federal inves- 
tigators which touch on Cuban 
activity “continue to be classi- 
fied as secret and remain hid- 
den from the American peo- 
ple,” he said. 

“The plain fact is that our 
federal intelligence agencies are 
implacably determined to do 
whatever is necessary to block 
any further inquiry into the 
facts of the assassination. 

“The arrogant, totalitarian ef- 
forts of these federal agencies 
to obstruct the discovery of the 
truth is a matter which I in- 
tend to bring to light when we 
have finished doing the job they 
should have done.” 

However, Garrison did say, 
1 It is my considered judgment 
hat the members of the War- 
en Commission did not know 
hat significant evidence was 
leing withheld from them. I 
am. sure that they did not know, 
for example, that a picture of 



Oswald at the Cuban embassy 
in Mexico City was kept hidden 
from them because his Cuban 
companion was a man who had 
worked for the CIA.” 

Garrison concluded the inter- 
view with a plea for each citi- 
zen to ask his representatives 
in Washington for an investiga- 
tion of the matter. 

He added, “No government 
agency, no matter how power- 
ful, is more important than the 
truth . . . Whether these 
agencies are aware of it or not, 
John F. Kennedy was Presi- 
dent of all of v us, and the truth 
about his death belongs to all 
of us.” 
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Exile Leader Denies 
Garrison’s Charges 

A Cuban exile leader here 
, Monday denied charges by Dis- 
trict Attorney Jim Garrison that 
!his people had any connection 
with United States federal agen- 
cies conspiring against Fidel 
Castro and declared President 
John F. Kennedy was killed in 
a Communist plot. 

D r. Carlos. Rrinpii ipr head of 
the New Orleans Delegation of 
The Cuban Student Directorate, 
said his organization sent a let- 
ter months ago to the House 
Committee on Un-American. Ac- 
tivities asking it. “to investi- 
gate Mr. Garrison’s investiga- 
tion.” 

The Cuban leader said it is 
uji to the Central Intelligence ‘ 
Agency and the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation to “answer 
charges made against them” 
by Garrison that Lee Harvey 
Oswald, lone Kennedy assassin 
named by the Warren Commis- 
sion, was working with them in 
anti-Castro Cuban activities. 

“This delegation had four en- 
counters with Lee Harvey Os- 
wall in the summer of 1963,” 
said Dr. Bringuier, “and even 
on Aug. 21 of that year we were 
asking for a congressional in- 
vestigation of Oswald as a con- 
fessed Marxist.” 

“When a conspiracy is made 
to put the blame of that in- 
famous crime on us,” he add- 
ed, “then we have to tell all the 
new Quislings infiltrated in this 
country that we prefer to die 
than to allow all our prestige 
cut to pieces.” 

He added, “Oswald was a 
Communist, he was a Castro 
agent in this country, and as 
that he took the life of the 
President of the United States.” 
Asked about the Cuban lead- 
er’s ' statements, Garrison said 
he had no comment.
